Our  executive  chef,  Simon  Flanders, 
produced  a  memorable  meal 
consisting  of  Tatare  of  Kingfish  with 
avocado,  spiced  ginger,  lime  and 
Aubergine  salsa  for  entree,  Grilled 
Muscovy  Duck  Breast  on  white 
polenta  and  Casserole  of  fungi  and 
herbs  for  main  and  for  dessert  Prune 
and  Armagnac  Tart  with  Vanilla  Bean 
ice  cream. 

Renata  Barthel  had  sourced  some 
knockout  New  Zealand  wines  for  the 
occasion;  the  pick  of  which  I  felt  was 
the  Pelourus  Champagne  from 
Cloudy  Bay,  the  2004  Trinity  Hills 
Pinot  Gris  from  Hawkes  Bay  and  the 
2001  Cabbage  Tree  Pinot  Noir  from 
Martinborough. 


The  Pinot  Gris  was  simply  superb  - 
quite  outstanding,  a  wine  of  much 
more  substance  than  even  your 
highest  quality  Chardonnay  or 
Semilions  and  the  Pinot  Noir  would 
not  have  been  out  of  place  amongst 
any  of  the  great  Pinot  Noirs  from 
Burgundy. 

Club  member,  Phillip  Mahony  was 
the  winner  of  the  wine  tasting 
competition  securing  his  name  on 
the  magnificent  trophy  that  will 
become  a  Tattersalls  club  icon. 

With  the  Brasserie  providing  a 
superb  and  elegant  setting,  small 
enough  to  be  intimate  and  yet  large 
enough  for  there  to  be  sufficient 
space  separating  the  tables  with 
noise  level  at  a  minimum,  these 
evenings  represent  not  only 
outstanding  value,  but  a  wonderful 
opportunity  to  enjoy  high  class  meal 
and  wine  with  your  close  friends  In  a 
superb  environment.
